FOR REDEDICATION OF SERVICE 


WASHINGTON (BP) — President | 


Kennedy linked the rule of law and the | 
preservation of freedom in his procla- | 
mation of May 1 as Law Day, USA.

In issuing his proclamation the presi- | 
dent said that “no nation can remain 
free unless its people cherish their free- | 
doms, understand the responsibilities | 
they entail and nurture the will to pre- | 


serve them.” 


WASHINGTON (BP) — President 
Kennedy has proclaimed Citizenship 
Day and Constitution Week, 1961, start-. 
ing Sept. 17 and continuing the week 
following. 

Congress set this date in commemora- 
tion of the signing of the Constitution 
| on Sept. 17, 1787, and in recognition -of 
| those citizens who have come of age or 
| Who have been naturalized during the 
current year. 

In his proclamation the president said 
that “the growth of our nation and the 
safeguarding of its principles of liberty, 
justice and opportunity rest upon the 
| eonstitution of the United States.”

The sixth Baptist Youth World 
Conference will meet in Beirut, 
Lebanon, in 1963, according to 


announcement by the Baptist 
World Alliance here. 


Robert S. Denny, associate 
secretary and director of youth 
work for the Baptist World Al- 
liance, said that the Near East 
City, in the Holy Land area, 
was an overwhelming favorite 
of the 34 members of the BWA 
youth committee. 

Exact date of the meeting 
has not. yet been determined, 
but Denny said it will be in the 
summer of 1963. 


Previous world youth meet- 
ings have been held at Prague, 
Switzerland, 1937; Stockholm, 
Sweden, 1949; Rio De Janeiro, 
Brazil, 1953; and Toronto, Can- 
ada, 1958. 

Others Considered 

Other cities considered for 
the 1963 meeting were Hong 
Kong, and either Sydney or 
Melbourne, Australia. After an 
investigation of the possibilities 
of all these places the youth 
committee overwhelm- 
ingly chose Beirut.

The proposal contained the 
building of a cement slab, 60 
ft. x 90 ft.| On this slab was to 
be a basketball. court, ‘volley-. 
ball court, tennis. court, bad- 
minton. court, ‘shuffleboard 
court, and a hopscotch area 
for the children. The ground 
around the| cement slab was to 
be lighted and used for a play 
area for the children. 

The Committee also recom- 
mended that a recreation build- 
ing be constructed. This build- 
ing was to be 24 ft. x 60 ft. 
Phe was io. cortain a 
large assembly room, an equip- 
ped kitchen and a baftbecue 
‘pit adjoining the building.

| While the nation stews over 
| Federal aid to parochial 
schools, loans and grants to 
private colleges appear to be 
sailing through Congress with 
little, if any, objection from 
chureh: groups. 

The Administration's propos- 
al to aid schools of higher edu- 
cation has been introduced as 
separate legislation from that 
designed to aid elementary and 
secondary education. 

Although President Kennedy 
| restricted his proposals for 
help on the elementary and 
secondary levels to public 
schools, he included both pub- 
lic, private and chtrch-related 
schools on the higher educa- 
tion level. 

The Administration Bill for 
higher education, introduced 
by Rep. Edith Green (D., Ore.) 
calls for $2.4 billion over a 
period of four to eight years 
for loans to colléges, scholar- 
ships to students, and grants 
to. schools under the scholar- 
ship program. * ‘ 

‘The bill would provide $1.5 
billion in long term, low. in- 
terest loans to help both pub- 
lic. and private colleges for 
construction of classrooms, 
laboratories, libraries and re- 
lated facilities. Equipment is 
also ineluded. 

The » Scholarship’ program 
would authorize about $990 mil- 
lion in grants to students. They 
could receive up to, $1000 a 
year for four years. In addition,
